Ministry against the charge of extrava 
gance He quoted unpressive figures to 
prove that, on the contrary, the Air 
Ministry has been almost a model depart 
ment so far as retrenchment is concerned. 
At the conclusion of the armistice in last 
November there were 30,000 Air Force 
officers; 20,000 of these have been de 
mobilised already. Then there were 286 
acrodromes in the country ; now there are 
210. The staff of the Ministry numbered 
806. with 68°motor cars; now it numbers 
only 402, with 22 motor cars. Of the 2,145 
hotels and other buildings which were at 
the disposal of the Ministry, 1,927 have 
been evacuated.

The price of silver is advancing at a re- 
markable rate. Yesterday it was 583d. per 
ounce, and it is expected that at least a 


Daring the past few days English metal 
refiners have found it quite a profitable 
business to put foreign currency into the 
melting pot and to sell it as refined sheet
